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PREFACE 

Businessmen  have  always  been  aware  of  the  importance  of  the 
future  for  business  planning  purposes,  but  not  much  appeared  in  print 
until  after  the  second  World  War.  Because  we  are  beginning  a  new 
decade,  the  past  two  years  have  seen  a  decided  increase  in  attention 
given  to  these  projections,  predictions  and  speculations  concerning  the 
American  economy.  Books  have  been  written  on  the  subject,  articles 
prepared  for  journals,  studies  conducted  by  Congressional  committees, 
and  speeches  presented  by  a  wide  range  of  individuals.  Even  entire 
seminars,  conferences  and  conventions  have  been  devoted  exclusively 
to  the  economic  outlook  and  to  planning  for  the  nineteen  sixties. 
These  sources  range  all  the  way  from  the  carefully  studied  projections 
of  business  economists  to  the  crystal  ball  gazing  of  happy  dreamers,  and 
from  general  estimates  of  the  entire  American  economy  to  forecasts 
for  specific  commodities. 

The  following  selected  bibliography  lists  many  of  these  published 
sources  for  information.  There  are  three  parts:  general  books  and 
articles  (pp.  3-1 1);  forecasts  on  specific  subjects,  arranged  alphabeti- 
cally by  subject  (pp.  11-34);  and  texts  on  the  principles  and  methods 
of  business  forecasting  (pp.  34-41).
